Peter Belmonl 
was his name, and he ran once a 
week from Boston, on Tuesdays, tc 
NeW'port, returning on Saturdays. He 
advertised in the Boston News-Letter 
one of the three papers then printec 
in' Boston.

MR. WHITE—OTHER CHANGES. 


Washington, Oct. 
20— Commander 


Robert E. Peary, U. S. N., the discov- 
erer of the north pole, who has the 
rank of commander In the civil engi- 
neering corps of the navy, today be- 
comes a captain because of the re- 
tirement of Capt. Ulysses S. Giant 
White, who for the past three years 
has been -t'he ranking officer of. that 
corps. 
Capt. White, who is now on 


duty at the Portsmouth, N. H., navy 
yard, was recently ordered detached 
from duty at that station' and order- 
ed to his home. 


He has been in the civil engineer 


corps since 1877, when he received1 an 
appointment from Ohio. He has per- 
formed duty at the various naval sta- 
tions and has brought about many im- 
provements in his line. He is retir- 
ed owing to the law which, compels 
officers who have reached ihe age of 
G2 to leave the active list. As he was 
born In 1848, he was presumably nam,- 
ed for Gen. Grant before the latter 
attained fame. 


Caul. Peary has been a member of 


the corps since Oct. 20, 1881, and most 
of the years since that itrae have been 
spent in his polar researches. 
Since 


his return from tbe Arctic regions 
he has been serving on special duty 
at the coast and geodetical survey of- 
fice at Washington. This summer he 
traveled to Europe, wthero 
he 
was 


royally received by rulers and scien- 
tific men of the world. He was born 
on May G, 1856, so that he has until 
1918 before he will -be retired from 
active service on account of the age 
limit. 


Adolf J. Menocal attains the rank 


of commander through Peary's pro; 
untlon. • 


Another retirement of note today 


is tl'ht of Rear Admiral John B. Mil. 
'i'n, who also leaves the active lut 
on account of reaching the age limit. 
Rear Admiral Milton Is a native of 
Kurilueliy, and was appointed to the 
'.he :iaval academy in 18C6. In the 
Spanish war he commanded the collier 
B.dgcr. which was fitted out fo.- u.ity 
at the lioston navy yard. A few years
